@ Conduct townwide search for the 
family with the greatest number of chil- 
dren.

If you like, you can deco- 
rate your lobby with a number of these 
portraits to add local flavor to your en- 
gagement. 


e Make arrangements with local diaper 
service for discount prices during your 
playdate for the larger families in town.

So effect a special tie-in with toy 
or sports shop for window displays of 
roller skates and stills and posters from 
the film. Special, reduced prices might 
also be effected.
